Says fle Deccived Her by Asmsuring Her Piret
Wite Was Dead —Left Him When Sho Pound
Out Truth —~Court Breaks Contract en the
Greund That Consent Was Socured by Prasd

Justice Maddox of the Supreme Court In
Brooklyn annulled yestorday the marriage
between Jossphlae Millang Breuer of Bay
8ide. L. I., and Charles Breuer of Great Neck,
L. L, on the ground that the woman's cop-
sent to the marriage contract had been se-
cured through fraud. The plaintit wase
allowod to resume her malden name. The
case I1s Interesting because of the ground
on which the marriage was annulled, and,
according to Justice Maddox, the case s
without precedent In the Jurisprudence of
this State.

Both Brener and his wife are Catholics.
The Catdolie Church does not recognise
divorce for any csuse. Broner, who had
been proviously married but had divorced
his wife, in order to secure Miss Millatdg's
consent to marry him told her that his firss
wife was dead. After their marriage he
confessed that his first wife was alive. Im-
mediately upon learning that she had been
deceived Mrs. Brover left her hushand and
never afterward lived with him. Several
months afterward sho retained Lawyer Eman-
uel Friend to Ipatitute proceedings for the
annullment of the marriage on the ground
that she had been led into it through fraud.

Brever is a man of considerable wealth
and lives tho life of a country gentlemgn at
Great Neok. He was first marrisd soveral
years ago and s >me time later secured a
divorce from his first wife, who Is sald to be
living In Arlington, N, J. About two years
ago he began paying court to Miss Millapng,
the danghter of a wholesale florfst who died
several years ago, leaving a considerable
estate. She leurned In time that her sujtor
had divorced his wifo. When he proposed
marriage she told him that being a devout
Cathiollo she could not marry hima while his
first wife wap alive. Breuer thereupon sald
that his first wife had died two or three years
Lgfore.
